IfI were given to boasting, I might indulge in a little pardonable vanity 
at the success of my interposition in this matter. The tone of the reply 
shows what a deep impression my letter made on the German Chancellor, 
who, I have no reason to doubt, has already given orders in accordance 
with my instructions. The telegraphic news of the past week will have 
shown you the correctness of my predictions in my last letter. Not only 
will Austria do nothing, but it is even improbable that she will take part 
ina war between England and Russia if it should break out. I am, how- 
ever, considerably alarmed by private news I have received with respect 
tothe feeling of the people of Madagascar on this question, for there can 
beno doubt the Government there is contemplating active measures, and 
intends to add about a hundred men to the regular forces. The situation 
is indeed critical, and we can scarcely tell what a year may bring forth. 
Still I shail use all my influence to bring about a solution which shall be 
utisfactory all round, preserving British interests, compensating Russia 
for her losses in the war, giving an accession of territory to Bulgaria, 
Greece, Montenegro, Servia, and Roumania, and at the same time main- 
taining the integrity and independence of the Ottoman Empire. 

A friend of mine at the War Office tells me that the Government intend 
tomount a portion of the Reserves on Jerusalem ponies, which, I under- 
stand, are animals of great speed and endurance. 

Iam informed, on the highest authority, that there is a strike amongst 
the cotton manufacturers in Lancashire, of which you may also have heard 
mmours.

THE MODERN PRESS GANG.

\Nf EN may come and men may go, but Press Gangs go on for ever, 
| L changing, of course, with the times, but always objectionable, 

oppressive. The Press Gangs of old were bad enough, but the 
modern Press Gangs are infinitely worse. Before, you could resist 
the Press Gang by the strength of your arm, or elude it by the swiftness 
of your foot. Now, however, it comes in such a shape that unless you 
are very suspicious and circumspect, you get caught in the snare ere 
knowing what you are about. We have informed our readers from time 
to time during the last few weeks that a Press Gang is busy at work all 
through the country, at the present moment. Its favourite agencies are 
sensational advertisements and ‘‘By Jingo”’ puffs in the columns of the 
War Newspapers. As we are going to war—the Queen and Dizzy have 
resolved on that—this Press Gang, which has its headquarters 
at the Exeter Hotel in London, is raising a huge Volunteer Force 
for Active Service Abroad. The Force is te be some 600,000 
strong! Well, according to the Standard, a meeting was held 
in the Exeter Hotel, Strand, London, the other evening, to 
draw up the rules for the Active Service Volunteers. A large number of 
letters, we are seriously informed, was read from members of both Houses 
of Parliament and gentlemen from all parts of the country in support of 
the movement. The force is not intended to take the place of any of tho 
existing forces, but is simply intended to angment the army in time of 
war, and to be ready when called upon to de duty abroad. The rules as 
at present arranged are, that members shall enrol for not less than twelve 
months ; and that when embodied they shall be under military law, and 
shall receive the same pay and allowances as the regular army ; and when 
not embodied they shall be under the Volunteer Act. Members will have 
to go through thirty drills in order to become efficient, except in the case 
of men who have already served in the army, or have been efficient volun- 
teers, who would only be required to attend fifteen drills per annum. All 
these particulars, and other questions of detail, were carefully considered 
by the committee. Over 2,000 men have signified their willingness to 
jom.

; HAVE for a considerable time past been a poct. That is to say, I 
Ch have been in the habit of writing and publishing verses which had a 

greater or less amount of meaning—very much of the less, candid 
friends tell me—and which, at any rate, I may fairly say, were correct as 
regards metre and rhyme. Writing week by week for various periodicals 
my subjects have usually been selected from some of the incidents— 
political, social, or religious—which have occurred during the interval 
between the publication of one number and the issue of the next.

“Couldn't you give us some verses about such and such a subject ?” 
said my editor to me one day, mentioning a topic which I saw at once was 
fall of infinite capabilities, though for certain reasons I decline to 
mention what it was. 

“Certainly,” I replied; “‘ serious or comic ?”’ 

“Well,” said he, ‘ the comic business takes best as a general thing, but 
s good many people can’t see anything comic in murder and assassination, 
#0 perhaps you had better make them serious.” 

“Very well,’ I replied; “ shall I make about eighty lines of the thing ?”’ 

“No,” said he, “we shall be pretty full this week. Don’t make it 
moré than thirty or forty. Copy by Tuesday night, mind.” 

I give these details, not because they have any direct bearing on the 
watter in hand, but in order to show how it is done.

So absorbed was I, indeed, that I got on the wrong ’bus, 
snd never noticed my error until I found myself at Bradford instead of 
ny proper destination, Brooks’s Bar. 

This annoyed me, ‘for it was a waste of time; but I made amends by 
thinking as hard as ever I could all the way back. 

At last I arrived home, told my wife to put the babies to bed, so that I 
night not be disturbed by their squalling, went into my sanctum and 
locked myself in, having before given strict orders that no visitors were to 
beadmitted. There was, it is true, little danger, for the only visitors 
ever Ihave are bailiffs. Still it is well to take precautions. 

$0 I sa: me down, and having taken a deep draught of Castalian Dew, 
or, to speak more correctly, Mountain Dew, I lighted my dirty little black 
pipe, which is the key I use to unlock the innermost chambers of my 
Chinese puzzle of a brain. 

Now, the first thing to decide, as it always is, was the style of my 
oem. Should I be Tennysonian, or Spenserian, or Popish, or Swin- 
hwnian, or Shaksperian, or Byronic, or Miltonic? This was a difficult 
pint. I didn’t want to imitate these poets, but to eclipse them. I there- 
fore tried to think of some entirely original form of verse, but had to give 
it up, 

At last, after a terrific mental struggle, I decided to be Miltonic—that 
is, [thought I would write in blank verse as Milton did, though modesty 
ftompts me to admit that the parallel ends there. Blank verse is, of 
course, the easiest writing, but I was not unaware that it generally makes 
i hard reading. Still there is no doubt that genius succeeds better 
vien it is unfettered by the manacles of rhyme, and I am—or thought I 
“is—a genius. It is true long practice has made me very ready with 
‘imple rhymes ; but mine was now a great subject, and if I did it in rhyme 
lf my time would be wasted in looking out for suitable words in the 
Rhyming Dictionary. There is certainly one easy way of doing ordinary 
verses—that is, of making the verses first and putting in the rhymes after, 
“i the result is generally unsatisfactory. Eor example, take these 

nes :-— 

Look at yon mighty eagle, 
And watch his rapid flight, 
He'll soon return to England, 
Ne’er more from home to go. 


No doubt astern critic might find some defects, if he made a minute 
tualysis of these simple and pathetic lines, but they will do as an example. 
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| Now you can either leave them as they are or putin rhymes, thus— 
Look at yon mighty eagle—soar, 

And watch his rapid flight—away, 

He’ll soon return to England—’s shore, 

Ne’er more from home to go—astray. 
However, to come back to my muttons as the French say—I decided that 
my poem should be in blank verse, and I accordingly began. The first lino 
suggested itself immediately, and a very good line it was. This is how it 
ran——but stay, it will be better not to giveany quotations from this poem, 
first, because it has been damned with a truly touching unanimity, and, 
secondly, nobody knows it was me who did it, for they all think it was 
another poor devil in the same line of business as myself. He has received 
due punishment, and the fault, if it were one, is expiated. Therefore, it 
would be of no use for me to confess the authorship by citing portions of 
the poem, because it would be unfair that one offence should be punished 
twice. 

I had not often tried blank verse before—editors are shy of it as a rule— 
but I got on swimmingly, and with an ease which made me determine to 
stick to this form of verse ever after on account of the saving of time 
which it enables one to make. Though I say it who shouldn't, the poem, 
when finished, was a masterpiece, and yet I had not been obliged to tear 
out any of my hair, neither had I caught either of my eyes rolling in a 
frenzy. The fact is that poet’s eyes now-a-days never do roll, though 
they sometimes squint. One can understand that they did so in the days 
when Shakspere made the allusion to this physical peculiarity in his 
brother bards, but it was simply because there were no rhyming dic- 
tionaries, and a poet, then, would have to stamp and swear, and march up 
and down, and tear his hair, and set his eyes rolling like tectotums in 
order to find out rhymes. Now, all he has to do is to sit down, and, 
having written one line, look in the dictionary for a word which rhymes 
with the final combination of syllables in that linc, and there he is! 
The first requisite of poetry is neither rhyme nor reason, but thought, 
and my poem was all thought. On reading it over afterwards, I 
was lost in admiration of my own extraordinary powors. I had 
soared far into the empyrean of the moral sublime; I had dived 
deep down into the recesses’ of metaphysical philosophy; I had 
allowed my imagination to rise beyond the stars in search of images and 
illustrations; its penetrating gaze had explored even the Tartarean abyss 
with the same object ; flashes of brilliant wit lightened up the sombro 
gloom which formed the general and appropriate background of tho 
subject, and judicious touches of simple pathos occasionally relieved tho 
eye of the reader, which might have otherwise become dazzled almost into 
blindness by the luxuriant splendour. All the details were worked np 
with the most exquisite literary skill, and over all was thrown the 
indescribable glamour which men call genius. 

‘“‘ This,” thought I emphatically, ‘will do. It is ridiculous to send such 
a gem to be placed in the setting of a weekly periodical, but I will be self- 
sacrificing, and send it,—especially as, if I don’t, X——(the editor) may 
make it an excuse for not paying me arrears of screw.” 

So I made a clean copy of the poem, writing it out carefully so that 
each line began at one side of the sheet and finished at the other—for 
editors, you see, judge of the merits of copy as much from the look of the 
MS. as from anything else. When it was done it looked beautiful, and 
I put it in the post with a light heart. 

With what eager expectancy did I await the issue of the paper next 
Friday! How glowingly did I picture myself pulling it out in a 
careless sort of way when I met one of my candid friends, and saying to 
him, “‘ Have you seen this iu the —— this week? I wonder who did it.” 
And then I thought how, when he had admired it fervently, as he must, 
I would remark quite nonchalantly, Oh, there’s not much in it. Just a 
little thing I knocked off yesterday. No time, you see, to polish it np.” 
And when I pictured to myself the admiring envy of that friend, I could 
have gone wild with joy. 

You may judge f was not behindhand on the Friday morning in getting 
a copy of the paper ; in fact, I was at the newsman’s before his shop was 
open. At last I got the precious periodical which contained the seal that 
fame was to set on my manly brow, but I would not open it then. More 
than half of pleasure consists in anticipation ; so I walked to the park, 
where I should be able to give vent to my feelings unobserved. With 
hands trembling from excitement, I cut the pages and opened the paper, 
and oh, horror! malediction !! ten thousand cartloads full of little 
one-eyed devils!!! Thoso printers, those infernal printers, they —they— 
they had SET MY POEM AS PROSE!

Af ISS MARION REID, a domestic servant, is suing Mr. James Smith, 
‘4M & farm servant, for breach of promise of marriage in the Dundee 

Sheriff Court. The said Smith is a great man in his way—great in 
writing letters and great in giving and receiving kisses. Along with the 
petition are produced about 40 letters sent by the defender to the pursuer, 
embracing a period from 15th June, 1876, to about the end of September, 
1877, On the 31st December, 1876, he wrote a letter, in which he signed 
himself * your true and faithful lover,” and added a couple of dozen kiss 
crosses. On 9th January, 1877, he acknowledged receipt of ‘ the loket 
and the gaters,” which the pursuer had sent him, and in return sends her 
102 kisses. Eleven days after he writes again to his “ dearest Marion,” 
and sends 109 kisses to keep her going till next letter. The letter of 5th 
February is accompanied with five rows of kisses, numbering 53. On the 
next letter, dated the day before St. Valentine’s Day, there are 89 repre- 
sentations of kisses to make up for the want of a valentine. The letter 
of 25th February contains the representation of two hearts and 38 kisses. 
Following this is one bearing a rudely-shaped heart, with a string of 37 
kisses, and the remark, ‘‘ The kisses is not so good upon paper as they are 
waked.” It appears from a letter on 15th of April, that the defender had 
gone to visit Marion and her parents at Beanston, near Haddington, and 
had then arranged for the wedding to take place at Martinmas, 1877. On 
19th June, two long rows of kisses are sent, with the remark, ‘‘ The kisses 
snot so good as when we were together.’ The correspondence closes 
vith an offer on behalf of the defender of £5. 5s. in fall of all the pursuer’s 
laims against him in consequence of his breach of promise. Mr. James 
cont evidently improved upon Lord Byron’s theory of kissing, which 
was this ;— 

‘For I think a kiss’ strength 
Must be measur’d by its length.” 


That does not seem to be Mr. Smith’s opinion. At least, in his letters he 
gees in for numbers more than for length. Still, he is an undoubted 
authority on this interesting subject. ‘‘ The kisses is not so good upon 
Paper as they are naked.”

And yet this ardent lover dreams 
that five guineas would be sufficient recompense to Miss Reid for all the 
legion of kisses with which she appears so lavishly to have regaled him!

@ old it used to be the custom on the English stage to make Easter 
the beginning of the legitimate season, and in those days the legiti- 
mate season meant the production of original, or, at all events, of 
well-established plays. But Easter has long since lost its old significance. 
It can scarcely, for instance, be any longer regarded as a religious festival. 
Only in the Ritualistic churches is any attempt made to symbolise by 
material agencies the glorious Resurrection. Only among the “salt of 
the earth "’ is the real import of the feast remembered and celebrated. Even 
in the holiday sense, it is giving way to Whitsuntide; and this year, more 
than ever, the holiday-makers who have fied from Manchester to “ fresh 
woods and pastares new”’ have fallen off in number. Yet it is, in truth, the 
first sign of the beginning of the new year. It comes late, but the season 
is late also, and the Easter of this week is, as regards the aspect of the 
country, much the same as all other Easters. The trees are but just 
budding ; the apple and cherry are only now putting forth their blossom ; the 
verdant green of the fresh grass is only now rising in the meadows; and 
all nature wears the thin robe of laughing green which the hot sun of May 
will convert into velvety garments of a warmer and richer and darker hue. 
The high lands everywhere are beautiful; the heavy rains have swollen the 
burns, the linns, the rills, the brooks; and waterfalls are seen at their 
finest. Spring is advanced, but in the country Spring even now seems 
only to be coming. Still the throng of the city seem to be waiting for the 
hot days of June ere they fly from ‘‘the madding crowds ignoble strife,” 
and take their pleasure in the fields and vales, and among the misty 
mountains. 
But becanse the crowd waits, there is no reason why the theatres 
should neglect to obey the good old rule of presenting us with new attractions 
at Eastertide. The people may please themselves ; but the theatres ought 
not to be allowed that privilege. If they would only give us an 
attraction—a real attraction—we would not insist that it should be new; 
but we do, and we must, and we will cry out against these French 
adaptations which are forced upon us usque ad nauseam. Ever since 
the pantomime, with but one rare exception, two of our theatres 
have given us the lees of the French stage, and the lees in the 
process of transferral from one country to the other may be said 
to have decayed and become putrid. We have Shakspere and 
Sheridan; we have Vanbrugh and Congreve; we have Goldsmith and a 
hundred other English dramatists, whose works, if represented by intelli- 
gent artists, are always entertaining, and why in the world should we be 
surfeited with more or less spoiled translations from ephemeral French 
writers whose plots always centre upon some equivocal relationship of 
the sexes. Forbidden Fruit, Pink Dominos, Madame Angot—are we 
not all sick of them, and do not the empty houses testify to our disgust? 
Why then do managers persist in thursting these wearisome things upon 
us? Why do they not rather close their theatres, as a sign and confes- 
sion of their incompetence to give us a change of diet which shall consist 
of palatable and wholesome food. 





Apropos of these French plays, it has been pointed out that ont of 19 
theatres at the west-end of London no less than 11 are now dependent upon 
more or less objectionable translations from foreign works. The Adelphi 
offers Proof, a version of MM. D’Ennery and Cormon’s Une Cause 
Célébre. The Lyceum has Lowis XI, adapted from M. Casimer Dela- 
vigne. M. Sardou is responsible for Jealuusy at the Olympic, and for 
Diplomacy at the Prince of Wales's. The Family Ties, at the 
Strand, is of French origin. MM. Meilhac and Halevy’s Trioche et 
Cacolet is played at the Gaiety as Bibb and Tucker; Madeleine 
Morel, at the Queen's, is an adaptation. Lu Marjolaine, at the 
Royalty, is French; so is Les Cloches de Corneville, at the Folly; so 
is The Pink Dominos, at the Criterion; so is the Porter's Knot; 
and The Grand Duchess, at the Alhambra, is very French indeed. 


On this subject we have a suggestion to offer to the Dramatic Reform 
Association. Up to the present they have seemed to us to regard reform 
in the light in which Sydney Smith facetionsly regarded charity. Charity, 
he said, was for A to tell B to go and relieve C ; and they, as A, want B, 
which is the unknown somebody, to go and reform C, which is our present 
theatrical system. The late George Dawson once said Manchester was 
given over to music and mammon, and in that cynical remark he recog- 
nised the musical reputation the city has acquired. Why! Because of 
Mr, Hallé’s concerts. And to what do we owe these concerts? To the 
fact that fifty or a hundred men for a few years at the commencement of

Mr. Hullé’s connection with Manchester put their hands in their 
aud provided according to their means a subsidy for the 
impressario. Does that fact convey any suggestion to the 
Reformers? Can they get together a thousand pounds? If they ow, 
and will talk the matter over with Mr. Alfred Thompson, than whom 


could have no better guide, it is not improbable that we might see E 
Shakspere night, with a good company, announced one night 4 Te . 
through the three months of winter. If they could collect more thy; , 
thousand pounds taut mieux, we should have Shakspere more oftea, ai g 
piracy and plagiarism in a much smaller degree. :

APRIL 26, 1878. 


IT IS TO BE WAR. 


Qn ELIEVING that it is better to face the truth, however unwelcome, 
“E) than to dally with a delusion, however dear, we think the reader 
~ would do well to come to the conclusion that Queen Victoria and 
Prime-Minister Beaconsfield have determined to pick a quarrel with Russia 
and land us inwar. We have been in no hurry, as our pages show, to 
express this as our opinion; but the evidence that we are going to war is 
growing So strong, and is accumulating so rapidly, that the time for soft 
yords is past. ‘Turn where we like, look at the situation from whatever 
point and in whatever way we choose, two things meet our eyes. These 
gre—that our Government never fail to prevent a peaceful solution of the 
qnestion or hesitate to adopt any and all measures which appear the most 
likely to lead to hostilities. The fact is, their master and their mistress are 
resolved to have a shy at Russia, and they, it seems, are just the sort of 
men to do whatever their master and mistress want. The San Stefano 
Treaty is objected to ; a European Congress is proposed as affording the 
best means of getting over the difficulty; all the Powers agree to the 
Congress except England—in short, Victoria and Beaconsfield, laying 
their heads together, have decided that they wont have peace, and that it 
isto be war. Parliament accordingly gives them £6,000,000 as a Vote 
of Credit, agrees to the calling out of the Reserves, and acquiesces in pro- 
posals which would add some £5,000,000 or £6,000,000 to the national 
expenditure. Then, no sooner does this pliable Parliament separate for 
the long Easter recess than the Government announce that they have 
ordered 7,000 Indian soldiers to be brought to Malta. All these measures, 
they say, were taken in the interests of peace. What nonsense! They 
were adopted, instead, to prepare for, if not actually to assist in bringing 
sbout, war. Russia can stand a good deal. She has displayed much 
patience so far. But it is the last straw which breaks the camel’s back. 
Itis possible to pierce the shell of a tortoise even. This bringing of 
Indian troops into Europe is a serious, an ominous, a provoking step, 
alike in itself, and in the moment when the announcement was first made 
to the public. A ‘high-class’? Conservative weekly paper in London 
does its best to justify, or tone down, this extraordinary proceeding ; but, 
even while doing so, it lets the cat out of the bag. What it says on the 
subject is this :— 

“In the meantime, we need not be disquieted by the news that Indian 
troops have been sent to Malta. It is a very wise precautionary measure, 
andnothing more. It is an act of common prudence flashed suddenly 
upon the world in a melodramatic style and sensational manner in which 
the present Prime Minister delights. Nosooner has he disappeared be- 
neath the stage into the depths of the Parliamentary recess, than he shoots 
up, as through a trap, suddenly before the astonished eyes of the startled 
spectators He is fond of stage effects and swift surprises, but if ho in- 
dulges himself in his foible, not only without detriment, but with advan- 
tage to his country, we need not complain. It might have been wiser if 
the announcement had been made before the closing of Parliament; at 
the same time the chief result would have been that Ministers would have 
been inundated with questions, and the moral effect on the Continent 
would have been weakened. Whether they may be required or not, the 
fact of sending Indian troops to Malta will have a good effect on India. 
It will tend to break down the barrier between the natives of that country, 
and their fellow-subjects in this. It will identify the British with the native In- 
diansoldier. It will be exceedingly popular with the Indian army officers, who 
are anxious for employment, and still more popular with the native rank and 
file, who, being warlike by nature, are ever desirous of an opportunity for 
distinguishing themselves; and it shows ‘a very excellent disposition on 
the part of the Government to acknowledge the fact that the time has 
tome when England may expect to obtain some interest for all the capital 
the has sunk in India. Up to the present, the advantage has been on the 
tide of the latter country. But India can be, ought to be, and if properly 
tsed will be, one of the strongest props of the British Empire ; and we are 
happy to see a measure taken which shows that the value of India to this 
country is appreciated—a measure also which will be very popular in our 

tern dominions, and which, seeing that it is merely precautionary, and 
uot calculated to give offence, cannot fail, while it protects this country, 
‘0 promote the interests of peace.” 

Yes; the Earl of Beaconsfield is fond of “ stage effects and swift surprises,” 
ind he has chosen to flash this news suddenly upon the world “ in the 
melodramatic style and sensational manner in which he delights.’’ But, 
tot only are daily and weekly newspapers writing in this haphazard style, 
sober reviewers in powerful magazines are also doing the same. A writer 
in the current number of the Quarterly Review, suffering from a severe 
ttack of the war fever, solemnly informs us that we ought to address

“We did not ask you to go to war, and you mnst not found any claim | 
‘0 onr consideration on the fact that you have done so. Yon talk of your 
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sacrifices. Who asked you to make them? You say that it was neces- 
sary to force on Turkey reforms which she refused to make. We saw no 
such necessity. It is true that we urged reform on Turkey, but we did 
so by legitimate advice, offered at a friendly Conference. We went to 
the utmost length permitted to a friendly Power; bnt in doing this we 
exhausted our treaty-rights. You went further. You appealed to arms; 
we tried in vain to stop you. We kept neutral, for we did not s6o 
why we should suffer because you were headstrong and Turkey obstinate ; 
but we told you all along that we would not allow the treaties to 
which we were parties to be destroyed without our consent, and we 
never intended to give that consent in any case where our interests 
or those of Europe generally were concerned. But you would not 
hear. You so far profited by onr neutrality that you were able to 
obtain results you could not otherwise have dreamed of; but you were 
not content with that. You must needs assume the attitude of conquerors, 
and dispose of our interests as well as those of the Turks. We do 
not intend to permit this. Keep to the legitimate objects which 
afforded you a pretext for the war, and we will not deny you. But wo 
will not see Russia established in the room of Turkey, without at 
least having a voice in the terms on which a substitution shall be made. 
We have often heard the question, ‘ What shall we gain by war that wo 
should not gain by diplomacy ?’ ‘ Will you tell us if we go to war, what 
we are to fight for?’ The answer is, that the initiative does not rest 
with us. Russia is at this moment in military possession of Turkey, in 
contravention of the Treaty of 1856. The Treaty of 1856 expressly forbids 
such possession. Russia declares that she has good and sufficient reasons 
for what she has done. ‘The reply of the Powers is this: We do not affirm 
that you are wrong ; all we say is, prove that you are right. Let us have 
a meeting of those who signed the Treaty of 1856, and you shall have every 
opportunity of establishing your case. You can hardly contend that the 
Treaty of 1856, which was intended for the sole purpose of restraining you 
from aggression, has ceased to exist because you have chosen to violate 
it. Your Emperor says that he owes it to the memory of his father td 
tear into shreds every fragment of a treaty that dishonoured him. Well, 
other people have had fathers besides your Emperor. Our fathers spent 
blood and treasure to restrain his ambition. Many of us lost father, 
brother, friend, inthe Crimea. Set off those unforgotten griefs against the 
thwarted pride of Czar Nicholas, and come to present business. You 
say that if we hold a Congress you will ‘leave to other Powers the 
liberty of raising such questions as they may think it fit to disouss, but 
that that you reserve to yourself the liberty of accepting or not accepting 
the discussion of these questions.’ By what right do you make this 
reservation? You are in illegal possesssion of foreign territories guaranteed 
by us all. We ask you why you took them, why you keep thom—and you 
‘ reserve to yourself the right of accepting or rejecting the disctsion.’ 
Do you then proclaim that you hold, not by law, but the right of the 
strongest? That is an intelligible proposition, and has heen advanced 
before. But it does not necessarily end the question. This, then, if we 
go to war, is the casus belli. Russia has violated a treaty—torn it up, the 
Czar says, and strewn it on his father’s grave—and she will not account 
to her co-signatories for the deed. The farther question then arises, Is 
the cause of quarrel worth the sacrifices which a quarrel would entail? Is 
not war too great a price to pay for a salve to our wounded dignity? To 
that we reply, it is no question of dignity, hardly even one of honour: it 
involves the public liberty of Europe, and the national greatness of 
England.” 


That is to say, we are to insult Russia and do her an injustice. She 
is wholly to be denied the fair fruits of victory. Our Queen, our Govern- 
ment, our conductors of the War Press, our ‘By Jingoes,”’ are all bent 
on war. Much good may it do them! If the Liberal party show the 
least wavering, or fail to speak out in the plainest possible terms, war 
will be upon us immediately, with all its untold, unspeakable, and 
unimagined horrors,

Lonpon imagines that on this War Question it speaks for the country. 
Nothing of the kind. The voice of the country and the voice of London 
are frequently distinct and different now-a-days. Mr. Gladstone said 
recently that “ opinion is less satisfactory in London than elsewhere.” 
Letters condemning his policy, he added, ‘‘ come principally from London ;’’ 
those supporting him emanate from the provinces. The member for 
Greenwich can afford to care little about London so long as the provinces 
are with him. Public opinion in London is in the hands of Government 
officials, officers of the Army and Navy, Clubmen, aristocratic loafers and 
loungers. In the country, men breathe a purer, a healthier, a better 
atmosphere. The Press of the Metropolis, too, is greatly in favour of 
war. The Standard, the Morning Post, the Daily Telegraph, and the 
Morning Advertiser take rank with the “‘ By Jingoes ;” the Times, as is 
its custom, blows both hot and cold ; so that, of the morning papers, the 
Daily News is the only one which is sound on this subject. As for the 
evening papers, the Peace Party have not a single trustworthy represen- 
tative in the London Press. The Pall Mall Gazette is frantic in favour 
of war; the Globe and the Evening Standard listen eagerly for the sound 
of the bugle ; while the Echo isn’t much good to either side. But if the 
London mobs want war, by all means let them go to war; only, we hope 
they wont expect us to join them. 

The Week, a new sixpenny weekly paper in London, thiuks itself very 
clever. Itis going to keep things all right and help to plunge us into war. 
In one of its last extraordinary leaders it says: ‘‘ Mr. Fawcett has‘ taken 
a secret oath at midnight never to forgive the Earl of Beaconsfield. The 
very sight of the Prime Minister acts like the fabled root which drove men 
mal.” Yet as Professor Fawcett happens to be blind he is not likely to 
get a sight of the Prime Minister. 

We have got a great strike on in Lancashire. Everybody seems to 
think it will do good. The cotton trade is in a critical condition. A 
London contemporary has the following :—‘‘ Anybody who happens to pass 
the shop of Maple and Co., in Tottenham Court Road, may see with his 
own eyes why it is that the English cotton trade is declining. The win- 
dows are full of cotton-sheeting, and upon it are marked the brands of 
the Wamsutta Mills, New Bedford, or of the Lonsdale Mills. Neither of 
these mills is in Lancashire. One is in Massachusetts, the other in New 
York. It is needless to say that these goods are landed in England free 
of duty.”
